Elderly Housing Project 
Survey Results Announced Problem Gets 


Fifty-eight persons have signified an interest on 
their own behalf or on behalf of parents or friends in 
renting within a yearone of the 56 unitsin the pro- 
posed housing for the elderly project being consid- 
ered by Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Fifty-five other per- 


sons stated that they might be interested within a 


five-year period. 

These preliminary results 
from a questionnaire sent out 
to 1,505 GHI members were 
disclosed at a public meeting 
on Wednesday, October 11, by 
Charles F, Schwan, chairman 
of the GHI Advisory Committee 
on Housing for the Elderly. Re- 
Plies were received from 401 
members, a response rate of 
26.6 percent, About 40 mem- 
bers stated that they didnot know 
whether they or their parents 
and friends would be interested 
in such a project within a year. 

The purpose of the survey 
was to determine whether there 
was sufficient demand for such 
Special housing in this area and 
whether there would be any dif- 
ficulty in obtaining full oc- 
cupancy. The results of the 
survey therefore have to be con~ 


Sidered in relation to the limited _ 


Size of the project. 
Financial aspects 

Although the meeting was 
called to discuss occupancy and 
physical standards, the major 
questions raised by the audience 
dealt with the economics of the 
project. Charles F, Cormack, 
Sr. stated his belief that the 
project could not be built for 
the $390,000 estimated by the 
committee. Chairman Schwan 
replied that the only way to 
find this out is to submit the 
project to bids, 

Cormack then wanted to know 
just what GHI would be out if it 
received bids that were above 
the original estimate and decided 
to drop the project. GHI manager 
Paul Campbell stated that there 
would be architect’s and lawyer’s 


fees amounting to $5,000 - 
$10,000. 

Controls 
Cormack also stressed the 


controls that the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency would 
attach to the 100 percent financing 
of the project. These controls, 
Cormack said, would be much 
more stringent than any that 
Public Housing Administration 
attached to the original mortgage 
for GHI properties. Schwan ex- 
pressed a personal opinion that 
these- controls are primarily 
aimed at unexperienced groups 
and would be relaxed in the case 
of a group experienced in co- 
op housing like GHI, 

The audience did not seem 
to attach too much importance 
to the matter of controls by 
HHFA, 

Occupancy Standards 

The recommendations of the 
admissions committee were pre~ 
sented by Henry J, Lyons. The 
committee suggested setting up 
occupancy priorities in the fol- 
lowing order: (1) GHI members; 
(2) parents or grandparents of 
GHI members; (3) citizens of 
Greenbelt; and (4) former 
citizens of Greenbelt; and (5) 
all others, Within each category, 
there would be extended equal 
opportunity to all regardless of 
race, color, creed, or national 
origin, 

Elderly persons to qualify for 
occupancy must be 62 years of 





age. In the case of couples, 
only one person need be age 
62. The committee recommended 
that persons aged 65 and over 
in full retirement status be given 
first preference (partial employ- 
ment equivalent to that permitted 
under social security is not to 
constitute an employment status), 
Persons aged 62 and over in 
full retirement status would be 
given next preference. 


No maximum income limits 
were recommended for oc- 
cupancy. Minimum income must 
be sufficient to pay the monthly 
rental which may range from 
$55 to $69 per month. A two- 
month rental payment would be 
required in advance, 


Maximum occupancy would 
generally be limited to two 
persons, A person unrelated to 
the elderly tenant may be 
approved, if it is established 
that his presence is essential 
for the physical careor economic 
support of the occupant.

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Center Traffic 


Further Study

At its regular meeting on Mon- 
day, October 16, the city council 
reviewed the traffic reversal plan 
at the Center, hearda report from 
a Triple A safety expert, and de- 
cided to refrain from any action 
until receiving reports from 
Greenbelt Realty Co. and Green- 
belt Consumer Services, Inc. 

Cliff Simonson of the Advisory 
Planning Board explained the 
reason for the original decision 
to reverse the traffic, ‘‘The pur- 
pose,’’ he said, ‘‘was to initiate 
angular parking on Centerway."’ 
Since angular parking is more 
dangerous than parallel parking 
(a Chicago survey showed that 
when ‘parallel parking was- sub- 
stituted for angular parking, ac- 
cidents were reduced 63%), the 
Board sought means of reducing 
the hazardi 

“*Under the old plan,’’ Simon- 

son continued, ‘‘Centerway ac- 
commodated three flows of traf- 
fic: (1) people seeking parking on 
Centerway; (2) people exiting 
from the east parking lotto Cres- 
cent; and (3) people entering the 
west parking lot from Crescent. 
Under the present plan, Center- 
way only attracts persons desir- 
ing to park on Centerway. Thus, 
the flow of traffic on Centerway 
has been reduced by two-thirds or 
so.”’ 
City manager Charles T, Mc 
Donald summarized the reportof 
Triple A traffic expert, Mr. 
Hammond, who inspected thesite 
last week. Hammond recommen- 
ded that the flow of traffic not 
be reverted back to the original 
direction at this time, because 
of the peading plans to link the 
east and west parking lots bya 
roadway behind the Co-op Super- 
market. 

As for making a left turn from 
Centerway into the east parking 
lot, he pointed out that Park Row 
(the entrance between the shoe 
repair shop and Greenbelt Realty) 
was too narrow to accommodate 
such a sharp turn. He suggested 
that Greenbelt Realty grant the 
city a 6-ft easement to widen Park 
Row. 


The council then passed a 
motion authorizing the manager 
to contact Greenbelt Realty to 
determine if it would be willing 
to grant such an easement. The 
council aso requested that GCS 
be contacted with regard to its 
plans for the expansion of the 
parking lot which it still owns. 


FRENCH CLASSES 

The council took under advise- 
ment a request by the Foreign 
Language Association of Green- 
belt to use the Youth Center on 
Saturday mornings to teach 
French to 49 school children. The 
council indicated a desire for the 
language program to be brought 
under the aegis of the Recreation 
Department if the Youth Center 
was to be used, The manager was 
authorized to work out the details 
with the Association and report 
back with a plan,

cil named Mrs, Richard Pilski, 
6 Orange rd, to the vacancy on the 
Recreation Advisory Committee, 
The other candidate nominated 
was Mrs. Helen Geller.

The final decisions on the new financing plan for 
resales of individual Greenbelt Homes, Inc. units 
were postponed to a special board meeting tonight, 
October 19, starting at 7:45 p.m. Preliminary dis- 
cussions by the board have raised the following ques-

What advantages does the plan 
recommended by the finance 
committee chaired by director 
Lloyd Moore have over present 
types of financing available 
through Twin Pines, Greenbelt 
Credit Union, and First Mutual 
Investment Company? 

Will the liberalization of loans, 
especially extension of duration, 
inflate the prices of GHI units in 
light of the current and immediate 
future market? 

Should the loans be limited to 
resales made by the GHI office 
alone, as recommended by the 
committee, or shouldthe loans be 
available to all members? 

Should the financiny plan be ad- 
ministerd and established di- 
rectly by GHI, as recommended 
by the committee, or should a 
subsidiary corporation be organ-~ 
ized separate from GHI? 

The financing proposal calls 
for loans to be made up to 5 
years for frame homes and up to 
10 years for brick homes, with a 
minimum cash down payment of 
20 percent of the cash require- 
ment. Interest would range from 
4% to 6% onthe installment basis, 
depending on the percentage of 
cash paid down. 

Some Answers 

Moore pointed out the following 
advantages of the proposed plan 
over existing arrangements. 
Loans could be as long as 10 
years, while current loans usual- 
ly do not exceed 5-year periods. 
The interest rate would be lower 
than other plans forthose who put 


| Up a biccer cesh down payment. 


The loan payments would be com= 
bined with monthly charges, thus 
providing for a consolidated pay- 
ment each month. 

Director Harry Zubkoff ex- 
pressed concern that the monthly 
charges under this plan would 
still: be too high, in light of the 
competitive housing market in 
this area. Suggested were ex- 
tension of the loan period to 15 
years and a much lower interest 
rate. 

Concern was expressed by di- 
rector Joe Comproni and man- 
agement that any extension ofthe 
duration of the loan might inflate 
the price of the units. GHI’s past 
experience. has been that most 
buyers are interested primarily 
in low monthly housing costs. 


The longer a loan is stretched—_ 


out and the smaller the monthly 
carrying charges, the greaterthe 
tendency for buyers to ignore the 
extent to which the price of the 
unit is inflated.

I would like to clarify for those 
parents who have not received 
the information correctly the 
reasons behind the increase in 
membership dues in the Teen 
Club.

Besides the transport to the 
doctor’s office, the Rescue Squad 
made 6 trips to P,G, with the 
ambulance, In one case a little 
girl, not quite a year. old, was 
carried to the hospital after it 
was discsvered that she hadswal~ 
lowed some furniture polish, 
Doctors were unable to save the 
child who finally passed away 
with pneumonia two days later.

Policy on GHI Home Resales 


Before Two Years Liberalized 


by AL SKOLNIK 

The policy to be followed in interpreting the pro- 
hibition against new members selling their Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. units at a profit within twoyears of 
the date of purchase was spelled out at last Thurs- 
day's regular GHI board meeting. The prohibition 
has been in effect since June 1960, but its interpre- 
tation up to now had been left to management. 


The board clarified the policy | 


with respect to the maximum 
price that a member wishing to 
sell his unit within two years 
after purchase would be permit- 
ted to ask for his home. As be- 
fore, the member will be allow- 
ed to recoup his original cash 
outlay for equity, plus the 
amounts paid in monthly charges 
toward the principal and thevalue 
of improvements (as evaluated by 
the manager). : 

In addition -- and this is new 
policy -- themember willbeper- 
mitted to recoup the amount of 
real estate commissign paid, if 
any, up to 2-1/2 percent. Up to 
now, the real estate commis- 
sion was not taken into account 
in establishing a selling price. 

GHI manager Paul Campbell 
opposed the inclusion of the com- 
mission in the permissible sell- 
ing price for various reasons. 
First, a departing member is 
buying a service when he pays a 


Silvers Cautions 


On Fallout Shelters 


R, Hal Silvers, Director of 
Civil Defense for Prince Georges 
County, when questioned by the 
NEWS REVIEW as to the recent 
reports of fallout shelters being 
built, has issued a word of caution 
to future builders against 
“shelter profiteering. Silvers 
Stated that it is important for 
home-owners to know that the 
builder should apply to the County 
Building Inspector for per- 
mission to build. The approval 
would insure that the building 
would be structurally sound, Al- 
though the County Building In- 
spector, working closely with 
County Civil Defense, can check 
a building for its structural 
soundness, Silvers warns, no 
verification can be made against 
radiation.

voluntary act since he could sell 
the unit himself and avoid the 
commission entirely. Therefore 
it should not be passed on. Sec- 
ond, the departing member isal- 
ready leaving with more cash 
than he paid in because of the 
accrual of the monthly payments 
toward the principal. Third, 
repetitive inclusion of the real 
estate commission over a short 
period of time could speedily 
spiral the cost of the unit. , 

Advocates of the change, led by 
director Harry Zubkoff, pointed 
out that the purpose of the profit 
ban is to discourage purchases 
for speculation and quick profit- 
taking. By receiving credit for 
the commission, the departing 
member is not making a profit 
but simply getting back his cash 
outlay. Otherwise, he would be 
selling at a loss. As for the 
accrual of the monthly payments 
toward the principal, the depart- 
ing member is entitled to this 
by right of investment. This 
does not affect the total book 
basis value, since the new owner 
will have that much less to pay 
on the balance of the contract. 

The change was passed with 
one dissent -- that of Hans Jor- 
genson. Ed Peters was absent. 
After the vote, the board agreed 
to reconsider the whole 2-year 
no-profit ban after another three 
months experience.
